When the board of supervisors outlaws the nine types of 
smudge pots the job is going to be only half done unless they 
also outlaw the low grades of fuel oil going into the pots. 

Specifications of a minimum grade of ‘smudge oil that can 
be used in orchard heaters is essential as a protection to grow- 
ers who must pay for the stuff and as a measure of relief to the 
public. No smudge pot id better than the fuel that goes into it. 

This does not mean that growers may have to pay more 
for the oil they buy. We are told there is an ample supply 
of oil vailable. The oil companies reap a harvest on smudge 
oil, in fact they take about all the net money the growers 
earn. 

If they can’t sell filthy stuff they will produce a better grade 
in order to gather in the fortunes the growers spend on oil. 

Failure to sceure a better grade of oil is going to knock out 
all smudging just as it already has brought about the ban of 
certain types of pots. 

The growers should insist. we sincerely believe. and the 
public should back them up in demanding that a reasonable 
minimum grade and quality be fixed for orchard heating oil 
and all fuel below the minimum standards set should be de- 
clared illegal. 

The public has endured just about all this messy stuff it 
is going to and it is going to take more than a token gesture 
on the part of the supervisors to head off an initiative at next 
fall‘'s election. banning all smudging.

DEMAND PROBE OF FBI ACTIONS 


WASHINGTON (UP)—The National Lawyers Guild, dubbed a 
Communist front by the house committee on un-American activities, 
yesterday demanded an independent investigation of what it called 
the FBI’s “political police” methods. It sent the demand to President 
Truman with a lengthy analysis of a packet of unsubstantiated reports 
from FBI files which were offered in the first Judith Coplon trial 
here over the FBI’s strenuous protests. 


ADVICE FAILS TO FREE ‘BIG MO’ 

NORFOLK, Va. (UP)—The Navy got advice from all sides yes- 
terday but the battleship Missouri remained ingloriously aground on 
@ mud-bank in Hampton roads. A submarie engineering company 
said the job of unsticking the Navy’s only active battleship was being 
done backwards. The Navy cooly said “no comment” and announced 
its tugs would try to free the “Big Mo” again today. 


ALGER HISS HAS LAST INNING - 


NEW YORK (UP)—Alger Hiss had his list inning in court yes- 
terday as his attorney lashed out at Whittaker Chambers as a de- 
liberate liar who concocted a fantastic story in an attempt to frame 
the former state department official. Claude B. Cross, a soft-voiced 
Boston lawyer, made the final plea for the 45-year-old Hiss in this 
second perjury trial which is based on Chamber’s accusation that Hiss 
turned over to him secret government documents to relay to 2 Com- 


munist spy ring. 


DENFELD ASKS RETIREMENT 

BOSTON (UP)—Admiral Louis E. Denfield asked to be retired 
from the Navy yesterday in the midst of a senate row over his ouster 
as chief of naval operations during the unification controversy. The 
68-year-old admiral, who requested that his retirement be effective 
March 1, told newsmen he took the step with “regret” but with the 
conviction that his action was best for the Navy and national de- 
feuse “under the present circumstances.” 


UN SPANISH RECALL ‘MISTAKE’ 


WASHINGTON (UP)—Secretary of State Dean Acheson said 
yesterday the United Nations made a “mistake” in 1946 when it re- 
commended recall of ambassadors from Spain. He pledged the United 
Nations to support a UN resolution to correct the situation. But 
Acheson emphasized that this country will not send an ambassador 
to Madrid until the UN approves such a move. 


CHIANG BLEEDING FORMOSA FOR AID 


WASHINGTON (UP)—Secret reports from Formosa indicate 
the island bastion of Generalissimo Chiang Kai-Shcl’s Chinese Na- 
tionalists is in imminent danger of economic collapse, it was revealed 
yesterday. Chiang, who has been refused further military aid by the 
United States, is said to have retaliated by drawing material for his 
military forces from the island’s faltering civilian economy. 


OB FREE TO MARRY INGRID 

6 VIENNA, Austria (UP)—The Austrian government said last 
night that as far as it was concerned Italian film director Roberto 
Rossellini was free te marry actress Ingrid Bergman. Minister of 
‘Justice Otto Tschadek said Austria accepted “without restriction” 
the Austrian annulment of Rossellini to his former wife, Marcela de 


Marchesa.

ARLINGTON NATIONAL CE- 
METERY, Va. (UP)—Gen Henry 
H. (Hap) Arnold was_ buried 
among the nation’s 


war heroes | 


yesterday as a driving sleetstorm | 


blacked out the “wild blue 
der” he loved so well and ground- 
ed the planes of the mighty Air 
Force he once led to victory. 
The widely-loved five star gen- 
eral, who organized and command- 
ed the far-flung armadas of the

‘War II, was laid to rest with the 


highest military honors in a grave 
near that of general of the armies 
John J. Pershing. 

Freezing rain and snow flurries 
pelted President Truman and the 
hushed throng of uniformed and 
civilian dignitaries who joined 
Arnold’s saddened family in final 
tribute to the kindly, white-haired 
general who died suddenly last 
Sunday at his Sonoma, Cal., ranch. 


The Air Force had planned to 
say a final farewell to its highest- 
ranking officer in the way he 
would have liked best — with a 
massive flight of 80 jet fighters 
and 30 B-29 bombers thundering 
over his funeral cortege. 


But officers remembered Arn- 
old’s lifetime concern over the 
safety and well-being of his fliers 
and at the last minute, canceled 
the aerial salute rather than risk 
pilots’ lives in the thick weather. 


Threaten New 
Berlin Blockade 


BERLIN (UP) — Soviet zone 
officials threatened yesterday to 
restore a partial blockade of Ber- 
lin. 

The warning came shortly after 
American officials flatly rejected 
a Soviet demand for “immediate” 
removal of western police from 
the building housing headquarters 
of the Soviet-run railway adminis- 
tration. 

West German police seized the 
U. S. zone building yesterday with 
American approval. The Russians 
retaliated with a “slow down” of 
Berlin’s elevated railways, the 
city’s pricinpal means of commu- 
nication. 

Yesterday Erick Kramer, deputy 
chief of Soviet zone railways, 
warned that ‘“inter-zonal traffic 
also will be affected since we can- 
not permit danger to lives because 
of insufficient safety measures.
